Peace Tuitice District Jurisdiction 
Is Upheld By Criminal Court Judge 


Circuit Court Judge Russell 
Morrow Thursday ruled that the 
District 7 and 8 Peace Justice 
still had “Concurrent” Crimin- 
al jurisdiction to try misdemea- 
nor cases with the criminal 
court, : 


The action ended some spe- 
culation that the peace justice 
districts would lose their power 
before their offices officially 
ceased to exist in accordance 
with the results of a recent re- 
ferendum which would abolish 
the courts in January, 1961. 

The peace justice authority 
applies to penalties of not more 
than $100 fines and 90 days in 
jail. 

The decision came about as 
the result of a sentence by a 
peace justice in the Glades a- 
gainst Albert Hollin, a prisoner 
in the county jail. Holin was 
arrested on two charges and 
was sentenced to 180 days in 
jail, or 90 days on each charge. 

Through the man's attorney, 
Hollin questioned the authority 
of the peace justices in the 
courts.

Deadline Nears 
Homestead Tax 


County Tax Assessor David 
Stewart has announced that the 
assessor's office, Room 201, 
County Court House, will be 
open Saturday, Mar. 26, and 
again Tuesday, Mar. 29 until 8 
p. m. to receive applications 
for Homestead Exemption. 

The office is being kept open 
to accommodate people who can 
not come to the Court House 
during the regular office hours. 
Deadline for filing for the ex- 
emption (new or renewal) is 
Mar. 31 and everyone is urged to 
file before that date. 

You are eligible for this ex- 
emption if you meet the follow- 
ing requiremetns as of Jan. 1 
of any year: 

1, You are a permanent ré- 
sident of Florida usually prov- 
ed by being registered to vote 
or by filing a declaration of 
domicile and citizenship in the 
office of the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

2. You own your home or 
have equity in it. 

3. You live in your home and 
it is your permanent resident to 
the exclusion of all other places. 

Get the right information: 
Call the county tax assessor's 
office for complete information 
if you have any question. Ac- 
cording to Stewart, your friends 
mean well, but it could cost you 
more than $100 in one year.

Yarborough pledged to “use 
all the prestige and influence 
of the office of Secretary of 
State to end the evils of sec- 
tionalism, arrest the creeping 
development of big govem- 
ment, and effect every conceive- 
able economy without ham- 
pering the efficient operation of 
our State Government." 

Personal 

Yarborough, 53, is a native of 
Chester, S. C., the son of a Bap- 
tist minister, and a 1930 grad- 
uate of Clemson College, where 
he received a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence Degree in Agricultural 
Chemistry. He received a 1930- 
31 Fellowship at Clemson where 
he taught, and pursued grad- 
vate work in chemistry. 

He is married to the former 
Louise Blanding, daughter of 
Maj. Gen. and Mrs. A. H. Bland- 
ing of Bartow. Camp Bland- 
ing, well-known North Florida 
World War 2 Army Base, was 
named for General Blanding. 
The Yarboroughs have three 
children.

New Recruiter 
Joins WPB Office 


Sfc. Ronald E. Rosser, who 
holds the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, has been assigned as 
Army Recruiter in the Palm 
Beaches area, sharing duties 
with M/Sgt. John S. Partridge 
at the US Army Recruiting Of- 
fice, 319 S. Dixie. 

The action that won Sfc. Ros- 
ser's Congressional Award took 
place Jan. 12, 1952, in the vic- 
inity of Ponggil-li, Korea, where 
he was serving as a forward ob- 
server from Heavy Mortar Com- 
pany, with the lead platoon of 
Company L, 38th Infantry Regi- 
ment. 

When the platoon was stop- 
ped by fierce automatic weapons 
small arms, artillery and mor-, 
tar fire, Corporal Rosser tum. 
ed his radio over to his assist- 
ant, and “disregarding enemy 
fire, charged the enemy posi- 
tion armed with only carbine 
and a grenade.” 

He received the Congressional 
Medal of Honor from President 
Harry S. Truman on June 27, 
1952. 

Now a Sergeant First Class, 
Rosser comes to West Palm 
Beach from the 101st Airborne 
Division at Fort Campbell, Ky. 
Having served in the Army from 
1946 to 1949, part of the time 
with the 82nd Airborne Divis- 
ion, Rosser reenlisted in 1951 
for Korean service after his 
brother was killed in Korea. 

His military career has im- 
cluded assignment to Zanesville, 
Ohio, near his hometown of 
Crooksville; Two years in Mun- 
ich, Germany as platoon ser- 
geant of Company C, 370th Ar- 
mored Infantry Battalion; and 
duty as an instructor at Para- 
ehute School, Fort Benning, Ga. 
He wears the Pathfinder Patch 
‘and has 80 jumps to his credit. 
His honors also include appoint- 
ment as one of the honor bear- 
ers of the unknown soldiers in- 
ferred at Washington, D. C. May 


where he served until 1957. He 
fought hard for home rule in 
county government. 

In July, 1958, he was ap- 
pointed to the Dade County 
Board of Public Instruction, and 
was elected in 1958 to serve 
another two-year term. 

Yarborough has served as 
President of the Florida High 
School Coaches Association and 
in 1954 was awarded a plaque 
for Distinguished and Meritor- 
ious service to athletics in Flor-
